U.S., Russian leaders 
discuss election at 
Vietnam summit

HANOI, Vietnam — President 
Donald Trump said Saturday 
that Russian President Vladimir 
Putin again denied his nation 
tampered in the U.S. presiden- 
tial election last year when the 
two men spoke during brief con- 
versations on the sidelines of an 
international summit. 

Trump told reporters that he 
and Putin had more than one 
informal discussion after cross- 
ing paths at the Asia-Pacific Eco- 
nomic Cooperation forum in 
Danang, Vietnam, before Trump 
flew to Hanoi for a bilateral 
meeting Sunday with Vietnam- 
ese leaders. 

The conversations mostly cen- 
tered on the war in Syria, Trump

If Vicki Burkhow were younger, she’d be 
drunk by now. 

It’s 2 p.m., a time of day when she was intox- 
icated for much of her life. Those were the 
days when she lost her job, was jailed for 
drunken driving and “pretty much drank 
myself to death.” 

Now, at 66, staying sober is complicated by 
the fact that she’s not young anymore. She 
says one thing has saved her life — a program 
in Stillwater that is exclusively for senior citi- 
zens. 

“Thank God for Silver Sobriety,” she said. 

The seniors-only program addresses the 


loneliness and anger that older drinkers feel. 
And — most important — it’s affordable for 
her. 

The program was founded two years 
ago, perfectly timed to meet a soaring 
demand. 

“High-risk drinking” — think DWIs, ambu- 
lance rides, fatal falls — by senior citizens 
jumped by 65 percent from 2002 to 2013, 
according to a study by the National Institute 
on Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism. 

Drinking is increasing for all age groups, 
and younger people still drink more than 
those over 65. But drinking by seniors has
